TAVING thus fhewn, that the nutritive principles of 
# piants are treafared up carefully in the atmofphere, the 
next pointe to be confidered is, in what manner to prepare the 
fil, iy as beft to receive that nourifhment.» And in order to 
this, we fhall fuppofe the goodnefs of the ground to have 
been quite exhaulted by preceding crops, and run foul, not 
oaly by the {trong cohefion of the parts, but replete with de- 
ilructive weeds; or that the whole foil is in the wortt condi- 
tion potiible, entirely incapable of producing any crop, and 
thrown out to be thoroughly fallowed the next year. 

In order to fatisfy the conditions of this chapter, we will 
conlider the whole. in the two following particulars ; firft, the 
Inanner of reducing the foil toa ftting degree of finenefs and 
richnefS ; and, fecondly, the deftruction of weeds. 

Firit, The manner of reducing the foil to a fitting degree 
of tinenefs; and here we will -propofe the three general foils, 
the two extremes and the medium ; and fixft of the medium, 
cr aworn out loam. * nthe 

‘Che loam, immediateiy after harveft, is to be turned up; 
and as we fhall fuppofe it will allow the plowman to go very 
deep, this is a point to be obtained at any rate for a.worn-out 
foil. In order to this, one plough is to go the ufual depth, 
end another plough to follow at the fame depth, in the fame 
furrow, which will throw the mould over him, and bury the 
flubble, if it was not by fome method deftroyed before. In 
this cafe, the field will lie under the-advantage of being turn- 
ed upfide down, double fpitted, as it were, more than a foot 
deep, and the ftubble will be fooner rotted. When this is 
done, the harrows mouft make the ground as fine as the bad 
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condition of it, or the feafon, will permit. But we will fup- 
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pofe the plowmen have done as thev were directed, the ftub. 
ble buried effectually, and the weather proper for harrow. 
work; and the field, or any fmall quantity of land, for the 
experiment, to be made 2s fine as this operation can make it, 

Let us now confider the philofophy af the loam’s being ex. 
pofed to the influences of a benevolent atmofphere, in 3 
rough, and a fine ftate ; becaufe we have heard many perfons 
plead for the former, as they fay it better lets in the wea. 
ther, and thereby improves.the ground more effectually than 
when made finer, in the fallow-feafon. Large lumps are 
liable to be made lefs, in fuch a rough ftate. of the ground, 
by two caufes ; firft, by the defcent of heavy rains; and.fe. 
condly, by-thaws after a hard froft ; and to effect both, it re. 
quires time in preportion: to the fize of the lumps, the great. 
er requiring more time than the owner ought to allow for fuch 
natural operations, before the weather:can get to the center 
of them ; and if it does not, then only the outward parts, or 
the furface of each lump, can receive any benefit from fuch 
expofure to the weather. 

The ‘foil now under confideration, being fuppofed exhauft. 
ed of its fermenting principles, or quite out of condition, 
thefe lumps will be proportionally harder, and therefore more 
diffieult to be penetrated by the particles of the rain drops; 
for, in the whole.circle of nature, philofophers can only find 
out two agents which perform this bufinefs of expanding and 
¢ontradting ; and when a large lump is quite divefled of the 
expanfive: power. or, in other words, the nutritive {pirits, or 
exceeding fine fluids, then, in that cafe, the contra¢iive force 
acts With great vigour, and the lump the more obftinately 
perfifts in refufing a free admittance to the. drops of rain, 
which kindly bring it proper ingredients to begin an internal 
motion;or fermentation, for the good of vegetation, 

Therefore, to leave the ground, in -this firft operation, as 
fine as the circumftances of the time will permit, -is to act 
conformably to nature, by giving the moft fpeedy admiflion 
to the atmofphere ; from whence thefe following benefits will 
arife; by-the winter fallow, or the beginning to prepare the 
pround after harveft time is over, and to continue {uitable o- 
perations through the fucceeding fummer till barveft-time 
comes again; not only to enrich it, by the influences of the 
atméfphere, but alfo to deftroy thofe grand and terrible enes 
mies the weeds, which nfually run away with half the crop; 
and as if that was not damage enough, and a fuflicient difeow 
tagementsto indufiry, they voracioufly devour more than them 
fhare of the food treafured up for the crop.; which is to Te 
‘ward the owuer for all the care, toil, and expence, befiow 
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upon it, and to blefS the public with what is neceflary to the 
exiltence of man. 

Wiat we mean by the benefits arifing from the above firft 
operation, when the ground is left in the fineft order itis ca 

le of, are, firft with refpect to the ftubble, and then, the pres 
pariag of the ground, to be preferved in good order till the 
finmer operations. When the loam is ploughed and harrows 
ed ia the manner above hinted, or by amy other means niade 
fine, as far as concurriag circamftaaces will give leave, and 
has laia a reafouable time to admit the-atmofphere into the 
inmoit recefles or pores of every particle of earth, fermenta- 
tion eafues; which the more it takes plage, the fooner will 
the itubble turn again into dutft. 

Duwing this firit operation, a thaw, after.a hard froft, is 
the fecond caafe of leffening the fize of thofe large clots, in 
a very rough ploughing, and left in-that condition to receive 
the beuefit of the weather; from the opinion of fome, that 
the feverity of the feafon gets better. into the very heart of 
the grouid, and improves it better than when made fine, afs 
ter this firlt operation of beginning the winter-fallow. , We 
have feen that this cannot be the cafe 3 on the contrary, we 
find philofophy {peaks very loudly for the foil to be made as 
fine as conveniently can be done, or rather as it ought to he 
done; befides, this is well fupported by conclufive experi. 
ments, which is the only foundation agriculture can be,fafely 


built upon. . ! 

We are then to fuppofe the field, one part of it very rugs 
ged, with great clots, and the other level and fine ;. the one 
part full of little hills, as it were, difperfed threughout,.and 
fall vallies or depreffed places; or to @omre.mearer:to the 
wilh of fuch men, one pdft lying like large ftones of eight or 
ten inches dimenfions every way, and large: holes, .or gaping 
vaciities between them,,. fufficient to. break. a man’s leg im 
ftriding over the ground. In this method of putting the cafe, 
we are to confider on which part of the field the froft wilt 
have the beft effect ; on that which lies in the fimeft-order 
the common implements of hufbandry can leawe.it; when,the 
weather is favourable to the operation ; or on thagewhich lies 
as rough as a parcel of ftones thrown out of a’cart-to:build a 
houfe with ; for then furely there will be holes big cnongia 
between the ftones for the weather.to get into. them. ..- - 

Whatever be the principle “in freezing a. 1 lump of 
earth, it is certain the manner of acting is tol the..mo« 
tion of the parts of the clod to a proper and determined deé 
gree; by which means the fluidity of the moift -particlesj 
which are contained im it, will be loft, and. the parts become

fixed or coagulated. But it appears pretty evident, that 
this freezing principle is of a /aline mature, from the experis 
ments made of falts being capable of increafing the coldnefs of 
water, ice, and fhow ;. for what are ufaadly called. freezing 
mixtures by art, are always elfected by infuGng equal quanti- 
ties of each ingredient : And, as was {aid before, heat will 
undo what this ireezing principle thus petrifies as it were; 
or, in other words, fixed fluids are again rendered loofe; only 
by increafing the velocity of their parts ; and, in our prefeat 
cafe, brings about a fetmentation, or internal aut ition,«in the 
pores of clots. 

Now then, if the hard froft continues a very long time, it 
may penetrate all the jimaller Jumps of earth, even to a great 
diftance beneath the ground, where it can have admiffion, 
through the vacuity or fpaces lying between clot and clot, 
{maller lump and fmaller lump, and fo on between the Soni 
left pieces of dufty earth : but it cannet penetrate very -far 
into the inward parts of the very large clots, which, as expes 
rience fhews, will withftand, from the ftrong cokefion of their 
parts, all the attempts of, the froit to pervade their centers: 
On the contrary, it is feen, that when the froft is gone, all 
the {mall lumps of loam, left in a-fine or der, will crumble in- 
to parts fufiiciently fusaller. to fhew the owner the fate of 
fermentation they have been in, and the additional faline 
principles they have been replete with ; and alfo a fure indi- 
cation, that the interual pores of the fineit vilible:particle of 
earth {lill retains them in their exceeding fmail recefles. , 

And becaufe thefe large clods, in the cther cafe, are only 
leflened in their fize, but not reduced fufficiently, or any 
thing near it, .we.may conclude, their outward parts only 
have received benciit from the froft; and the untonched more 
inward parte have been fo far from receiving any fort of bes 
nefit, that they are much injured by. what had pafied in that 
rigid froft. For, as there can be no moifture, where thé vit 
tue of cohefion has acted.in fo violent a manner.as to petrify: 
the clot as it were; fo the froit is {till a more petrifying prine 
ciple, and will bind it clofer together ; and'when the-froft is 
over, then, for want cf an internal moifture to bring about a 


fermentation, there can be no internal motion im the center: 


of the clot, and fo it will remain more petrified than before 
the froft ; for, taking away the froft, in this cafe, is not take 
ing away the motionlefs ftate of the clot, becaufe the’ 
{freezing falt, which came with the froft, fill remains, : 


for want of more generous principles, cannot effect a fom 
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Thus then, a thaw is‘only the nutritive fluids returned: to 
their former ftate of liberty, and confequently. of motien; 
which they now exert with more vigour, by the addition of 
the /aline quatities which are left behind; but then are incas 
pable of continuing the petyification, as the caufe is gone; 
aid as thefe faline’ particles are mingled with other nutritive 
‘gids, and a proper quantity of internal air; all which genes 
rouliy combine to exert themfelves acéofdingly, and bring a- 
bout the fermentation, which, fuicable to its nature or repul. 
fon, which commences from heating -pafticles, requires ‘more 
room ; and becaufe the earth, or mould, which contains thefe 
expantive principles in its pores, will not, nay, cannot give 
way, or bend outwardly, to>-make thefe expanded. fluids or 
fine {pivits more room, they give themfelves liberty, by ftriv- 
ing every way to releafe themfelves, and finally break open 
the prifyns that keep them in, and burft the lefler lumps, 
which fall afunder like a houfe blown up. ‘Thus then philo- 
fyphy teaches us to give the foil all the advantage in our 
power, by leaving as few petrified large clots as poffible, for 


the reafons above-mentioned, that the loam may enjoy the ’ 


benefit of this firft operation, or ploughing. :

to drink wine in honour of the gods. 2 this ceree 
mony was introdyced at their meals, but, in their: more fa-. 
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ceding the menfe fecundea, which anfwers to our fecond 
courfe, or the defert. 3 + 
- Servius and Potter, with other fcholiafts and antiquarians, 
may enable us to harangue very copionfly over the glafs, on 
thefe devout effufions. : 

The gratefal cuftom of drmking to the health of our bene. 
factors, or of our acquaintance. is of a more obf{cure origin, 
though numberlefs inflances of it are to be feen in the Gre. 
cian poets and hiftorians, ne lefs than in the Roman writers, 
Ovid, that eafy and luxuriant genius, that happy proficient 
in all the literature his age afforded, introduees this ufage in 
his metamorphofes,-as of a very ancient date among the 
Greeks. Whe Athenians, on the arrival of Thefeus from kil. 
Kg the Minotauras, according to him, made public rejoi- 
cings, attended with a pompous entertainment, in which 
they congratulate his fafe arrival, and enlarge on his unpara- 
lelled exploits, which intitled him to a divine immortality, 

Here then is the cuftom of drinking to the health and pro. 
fperity of fuperiors, by whom we have been benefited, er of 
our equals, with whom we live in reciprocal friendfhip, in 
vogue among the Grecians, fo early as Thefeus, in thole re. 
mote ages, which are diftinguifhed in hiftory by the fplendid 
appellation of the heroic ages; that is, many centuries before 
the commencement of the Chriftian zra. Neither, like us, 
were they wanting to pay this regard to ftrangers or foreign- 
ers of eminent rank and merit. | 

Afconius, explaining the meaning of more Greco bibere, 
(drinking after the manner of the Greeks), fays, that it was 
their cuitom, in their libations, firft to pay their devotions to 
the gods, and then mention their friends in terms of efteem 
and affection, and wifhes for their profperity, ‘Every. time 
they venerated the gods, or wifhed health to their friends, 
it was in neat wine ; nay, it was indifpenfible to this religious 
ceremony, for fuch it was accounted, to drink merum, that 
is, wine, not only undiluted with water, but without «any & 
ther of the mixtures then ufed, as faffron, honey, &e. —

tracts from his Lordthip’s leiter pre- 
icnted to the houfe by Gov: Barnard. 

Province of Maifachufett’s Bay, 
June 32. 
My Lorp, 
IS Excellency the Governor of 
this province has been pleafedto 
communicate to the Houfe of Repre- 

{entatives, extracts of a letter he had 

received from your Lordship, dated, 

Whitehall, 2ad April 1768; wherein it 

is declared to be the royal pleafure, 

that he fhould require of them, in his 

Majefty’s name, to refcind the refolu- 

tion which gave birth to a circular let- 

ter from the Speaker of the laft Houfe, 
and to declare their difapprobation of, 
and diffent to that rath and hafty pro- 

Cecding. 

The Houfe are humbly of. opinion, 
thata requifition from the throne, of, 
this nature, to a Britith Houle of Come 
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mons, has been very unwfnal; perhaps 
there has been ne fuch precedent fince 
the revolution: if this be the cafefome 
very aggravated reprefentations of this: 
meafgre muft have been madé to his: , 
Majeity, to induce him to r of 
this Houfe to refcind a refolytion of a 
former Houfe,;.npon pain of forfeiting 
their exiftence; for, my Lord, the 
Houfe of Reprefeytatives, duly clected, 
are conftituted, by the royab charter, 
the reprefentative body of his Majefty’s 
faithful Commons of this province, in 
the General Aflembly.—Your Lord- 
fhip is plestee to fay, that his: Maj 
confiders this ftep “ as evidently tend- 
ing to create unwarrantable combina-. 
tions, aud to excite an unjuitifiable op- 
pofition to the conftitutional authority 
of parliament?” The Houfe therefore 
thought it their indifpenfible duty im- 
mediately to revife the letter referred 
to, and carefully to recollect, as far as 
they were able, the fentiments which 


. prevailed iu that houfe, to induce them 


to revert and refalve on the meafure. 
It may be neceflary to obferve, that 
the people in this province have at- 
tended with a deep concern to the fe- 
veral acts of the Britifh parliament, 


_ which impofe duties and taxes on the 


colonies, not for the purpofe of *regu- 
lating the trade, but with the fole in- 
tention of raifing a revenue. This con-: 
cern, my Lord, fo far from being li- 
mited within the circle of a few incon- 
fiderate perfons, is become univerfal: 
the moft refpectable for fortune, rank 
and ftation, as well as probity and un- 
derftandiny, in the province, with very 
few exceptions, are alarmed with ap- 
prehenfions of the fatal confequenees 
of a power, exercifed in any one part: 
of the Britith empire, to command and 
apply the tl of their fellow-fub-_ 
jects at dilcretién! This confideration 
revailed on the laft Houfe of Repre- 
ntatives to be ye on an humble, 
dutiful and loyal petitign to the Kin 
the common head and father of al hia 
le, for his gracious inter 
a os of the erabjects of —— 
vince-If your Lordfhip,. whom his 
Majefty has honoured with the Ameri-.
